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Study Proves All of 
Rochester is Haunted 

A Halloween Special Report

A months-long comprehensive 
study has concluded that every 
square foot of the Town of Rochester 
is haunted, according to data released 
to The Wanderer on October 9 by an 
anonymous group of residents that 
say the Town has taken too long to 
publically disclose the truth. 

One source who would only 
speak to The Wanderer under anonymity 
said that for about a year, strange and 
unusual supernatural activity has been 
plaguing the population of Rochester, 
although only very few of them were 
willing to come forward with their 
experiences for fear of embarrassment. 

"I personally know of at least 
60 houses in Rochester where the people say that their 
homes used to be peaceful and were now haunted in one 
way or another," said the anonymous resident of Mary's 
Pond Road. "One family can't even sleep in their own 
house anymore. And neither can we! So many ghosts, I 
don't know, and just unexplained.. .things have just taken 
over, it's insane the way people are being forced out of 
their own homes." 

It's all true, says Rochester Town Administrator 
Suzanne Szyndlar. 

"I admit it, I didn't know what to think when 
the first phone call came in last October," Szyndlar 
said on October 10. "And by the time the next three 
or four strange stories were reported to me, I was like, 
'Something weird is going on', and I started compiling all 
of the complaints."

Szyndlar said she and Rochester 
Facilities Manager Andrew Daniel met 
with some of the complainants at their 
homes, usually at night when the degree 
of the alleged hauntings would intensify, 
forming a casual investigation to see if 
the Town should get involved in some 
way. 

"Andrew came with me because 
I wanted to have a witness to anything 
that I might see. He was also the only 
one of the people I asked that was 
crazy enough to come with me," said 
Szyndlar. "Oh yeah. We saw some 
weird stuff, that's for sure. And some 
very terrifying stuff. But releasing the 
information publically without some 
sort of plan of action would have caused 
people to panic and we couldn't disrupt 
people's lives and start scaring people 
like that." 

Szyndlar, under the advisement of the Board 
of Selectmen, discreetly continued to meet with 
affected residents, delivering a report to the board 
during executive session meetings under the guise of 
investigating criminal conduct. 

"We don't exactly have a legal purpose for 
executive session under the Open Meeting Law for 
supernatural investigations," said Szyndlar, "but this was 
basically the closest thing we could come up with. It had 
to be done." 

Going through her file of compiled reports, 
Szyndlar listed some of them off: reports of ghostly 
apparitions at the tops of staircases in four houses

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on Dexter Lane, as well as numerous reports from 
the same street of shadows moving across lawns at 
night, screaming coming from somewhere in the 
woods, strangers knocking on doors at night and then 
disappearing into thin air, and specific reports of a little 
girl with "hollow black eyes that look right through you" 
saying only to frightened witnesses, "It was death..." 

The area of Pine Street at Hartley Road 
was another hotspot for reports, including people 
experiencing sleep paralysis at night and dark ghost-like 
apparitions hovering over their beds. 

Some teachers at Rochester Memorial School 
discreetly told the principal, who later contacted Szyndlar, 
that staff members regularly encounter a small boy 
dressed in mid-1800s clothing wandering the halls during 
the dark winter late afternoons, and when approached 
"his eyes would turn black" and when he opened his 
mouth to speak "his mouth would stretch wide open into 
an enormous black hole half the size of his face," states 
the report, the boy saying nothing before disappearing 
and leaving behind "muddy footprints that couldn't 
be mopped up" that would mysteriously disappear 
overnight. 

Pine Street residents also reported packs of 
"man-sized dogs with glowing red eyes" seen traversing 
the country fairgrounds at night. The remains of deer, 
coyotes, and other wildlife have been found scattered in 
the area, described as having been "completely ripped to 
shreds," as one of the reports details. 

Another incident from Hartley Road is that of 
the deceased past inhabitants of the house returning and 
going about their daily lives "as if they were still alive," 
which has also been reported in several other historical 
homes. 

"We had to do something at one point," said 
Szyndlar. "This was really happening. We were scared to 
death and we had to figure out what was happening, why, 
and what could be done about it before something really 
bad happens." 

Back in March, the Town contacted the 
paranormal investigative group called "Second Sight 
Study Group" who performed the study at no cost to the

Town. 

"I've been waiting for a study such as this one my 
entire life," said SSSG President and Chief Investigator 
Hegna Barlow during a phone interview on Monday 
"This is finally the proof that we need as paranormal 
investigators - as ghost hunters -- to finally show the 
world without a shadow of a doubt that ghosts do exist." 

Barlow said she had never seen anything like 
what she witnessed in Rochester. And the video and 
audio footage and data collected is unprecedented, she 
added. 

"This poor elderly couple living over on New 
Bedford Road," Barlow recalled. She paused and let out 
an unsettled sigh. "I'd never been as frightened as I was 
standing there at the top of their basement stairs." After 
another long pause, Barlow said, "There was a dark 
presence in that house - powerful, demonic, sinister 
beyond realization — that could probably gobble up the 
soul of every living being in this town and destroy it." 

Barlow said the borders between the Earth and 
spirit worlds- dimensions - have blurred. As Barlow put

it, the veil between this world and the spirit world has 
thinned, and continues to thin, "Which is normal for this 
time of year leading up to Halloween - Samhain - after 
which the veil slowly thickens, which is what Rochester 
should pray happens again," she said. 

The study does not confirm why the paranormal 
abnormalities are happening, but she did speculate that 
beneath the soil within the bedrock could be massive 
veins of quartz that may have something to do with it, or 
perhaps some high school students partying one night 
thought it would be fun to try to open up a door to the 
spirit world and unintentionally invited elements from 
the underworld. Barlow also said the uptick in solar 
farms could be to blame, saying that some claim that

the consumption of sunlight as it is sucked up by the 
dark arrays causes a disturbance on the subatomic level. 
Whatever it is, it appears to be confined to the borders of 
Rochester. 

"It is my opinion - no, it is likely fact - that 
Rochester, Massachusetts is the single most haunted place 
in the country, if not the world," said Barlow. "But that 
conclusion is.. .the extent of our usefulness to the town 
and its distressed inhabitants. We don't have the means or 
the knowledge on our end to.. .help." 

The study began in April and was finally 
concluded on August 30. Now well over a month later, 
victims of hauntings say they lost patience with the Town 
and released the information on their own. 

"We've been asking and asking the Town, 'Hey, 
when are you going to release the information to the 
public? When are you going to come up with a plan 
and tells us?' but no one would tell us when," said the 
anonymous Mary's Pond Road resident who contacted 
The Wanderer. 

Szyndlar said the Town was refraining in order 
to formulate a plan of action to try to control a likely 
panicked response. 

In light of the hasty public release of the 
information, Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee said in 
a written statement on Tuesday that the department has 
received over 443 calls about ghosts and apparitions, 
objects disappearing and reappearing, and "bumps in the 
night", and has appointed an officer to handle nothing but 
resident calls and concerns about ghosts and hauntings. 

"The department fully acknowledges what is 
happening in Town, and no resident should be fearful or 
hesitant to contact us for support," said Magee; however, 
he asks residents to use the business line for haunting- 
related calls, not 911.

Daniel advised residents to be alert and aware 
while cautioning them to not panic. 

"So far no person has been physically hurt by 
anything," said Daniel, who has taken up the task of 
finding help for the town as it faces an unknown future in 
its battle with the paranormal. "Still, I'm not the kind of 
person who scares easily, but over these past few months 
I've had the (expletive) scared out of me so many times 
I've literally lost count." 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Brad Morse said 
in an email that the Town would be scheduling a public 
forum with residents once they can ascertain that reported 
paranormal activity at the Council on Aging would allow 
for an "undisturbed" meeting.

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but important topic. You can take full and final 
responsibly for your physical care and comfort beyond 
just a health care proxy You can inform those charged 
with overseeing your care exactly what you want and 
when. There are available steps beyond a simple health 
care proxy that you may find equally important. 

Case in point: when my friend learned she was 
facing death, one of her biggest concerns was what 
would become of her before she actually died. She was 
unmarried, did not have any children, and her closest 
decision-making relative was her brother who lived in 
what she described as a very secluded location hours 
from her other family and her friends. 

Although she knew her brother's intentions were 
loving and kind, she also knew he could possible move 
her to his home where he and his family could take care of 
her. My friend did not want that to happen. 

She wanted to stay close to her home where other 
family members and her friends would be logistically able 
to visit. The notion of being cloistered in a remote location 
frightened her nearly as much as the life-robbing disease 
she was facing down. She asked me to be her health care 
proxy and to make sure her relocation didn't happen. 

This put me in a rather uncomfortable position. 

I suggested she name her brother as her first choice for 
health care proxy and me second. I intimated that, by 
doing so. I'd have some say in decisions her brother might 
make. Although I knew that was not entirely true, it gave

her a level of comfort. 

I trusted that I would be able to talk honestly with 
her brother about what his sister really wanted when she 
couldn't speak to us any longer. Her brother, although 
frustrated and confused by his sister's request, did agree 
in the end. 

Had we known about "Five Wishes", that 
painful conversation with the brother would not have 
been necessary. My friend would have been guiding her 
heartbroken family through the process of her dying 
herself. 

Families are as different as snowflakes. And 
while family members and friends may agree in theory to 
granting a dying loved one their final wishes, when that 
moment comes, emotions and emotional baggage may get 
in the way. 

To avoid situations that may find the very people 
we love disagreeing over what to do, the Five Wishes 
document from the national non-profit Aging With 
Dignity (www.agingwithdignity.org) can put questions to 
rest and provide peace of mind to all. 

The Five Wishes system combines health care 
directives with compassionate care requests as well as 
religious or spiritual needs. It asks the author to consider 
what they would want in the end — music, prayer, 
medication to relieve pain, hygiene, food, water, etc. It 
gives plenty of space to write in additional directives, for 
instance, what to do with your pets. It even broaches the 
subject of forgiveness. The Five Wishes document requires 
the witnessing of your signature, but does not require 
notarization in the State of Massachusetts. Neither does a 
health care proxy. 

Although Aging With Dignity is a non-profit 
organization, their website does require a $5 fee to obtain 
the Five Wishes form. However, your local councils on 
aging may have already purchased them for you. Also, 
your doctor's office may have them available for free, but 
you won't know if you don't ask. 

On October 24, the Mattapoisett Council on Aging 
will be hosting a lunchtime discussion on end-of-life 
planning with social worker Mary Ann Mont, who will 
be discussing health care directives and Five Wishes. To

When he retired three years ago, he knew that 
he wanted to write — especially his story about a future 
where humanity tries to solve a problem. 

"In that job I was the only engineer, so I wrote all 
the technical stuff if we were looking for a grant request 
and so forth. I was always writing, but not for fun," he 
said. 

It took two years of writing in short bursts of 
inspiration, but he saw his vision through with his first 
book Course Correction, self-published and available on 
Amazon. 

He will be at the Rochester Council on Aging at 
2:30 pm on Thursday, October 12 with copies of his book 
to sell and sign. 

He brings his scientific background and a touch 
of whimsy to the novel, which imagines a future in 2085 
where humanity needs a new home off of Earth. 

Without giving too much of the plot away, the 
people of Earth are affected (badly) by the "Death Flu," 
leading the characters on a quest into space for answers. 

"Here's the thing about science fiction — you 
watch these TV shows and movies and everyone's just 
shooting lasers. It's just like the Old West," he said. "But 
there's a lot more to it than that. At the lab, we were 
always talking about climate change, Zika virus, and 
I wondered, in this day and age — and in the future — 
something really nasty could spread."

Secrets of Seed Saving

One can marvel at the simplicity of the humble 
act of planting a seed. You cover it with soil, water it, 
give it sun, and a few months later you have delicious 
juicy tomatoes. Same, really, when you buy baby tomato 
plants, sticking with the tomato example, and simply 
place them in the ground and watch them grow. Leave the

Perhaps you think the heirloom tomatoes your 
cousin gave you are the most delicious variety you've 
ever eaten, and perhaps you'd like to eat it again next 
year but you're not sure if you'll ever find that variety 
again. Those end-of-the-season tomatoes that have 
already peaked contain enough seeds inside to have a go 
at trying to harvest them, keep them, and next year plant 
them yourself with your very own saved seeds and, voila! 
You're making BLTs for another year with the same tasty 
tomato. 

It's a shame it's not as simple as that. 

Master Gardener Gretel Anspach of the 
Massachusetts Master Gardener Association spoke about 
seed saving to a group gathered at the Taber Library 
on October 5, and likely put a damper on some of their 
big plans for saving seeds from this year's harvest for 
next year once Anspach spilled the beans on the actual 
complexity of the pursuit. 

Did you know that if you plant a variety of 
different tomato plants in your garden they would almost 
certainly cross-pollinate with each other? Which means 
that amongst tomato varieties X, Y, and Z, if you preferred 
X and planned to harvest its seeds and save them for next 
year, you would likely wind up with a hybrid of X and Y, 
or X and Z - meaning your tender juicy tomato could look 
like your favorite X variety, but actually taste like Y. 

Oh yeah. Because genetics. 


Anspach started at the beginning. We usually buy 
seeds because we can grow something new every year. 

No need to worry about the genetics stuff, and we don't 
have to think much about saving the seeds after because 
we can just buy them again next year. But those who save 
their seeds do so because heirloom varieties (heirloom 
meaning a cultivar that originated at least 50 years ago, 
maybe 100, or it's just been passed down generations) are 
interesting, you know they worked out in the past, some 
of those heirlooms are no longer available, and of course, 
it's free! 

But in order to collect a viable seed, you first 
need a plant that can produce fertile seeds that can be 
pollinated, and the seeds must be harvested from ripe 
fruit. Then to get the seeds that will breed true, the plants 
must be open pollinated (not hybrids, not clones) with 
sufficient enough separation from other varieties amongst 
a large population of its own kind. For example, corn 
needs at least 200 of its own variety - and one mile of 
separation from another variety — to ensure it will breed 
true! 

There is a seed saving movement of sorts in 
today's world, with heirloom seeds being prized above 
hybrids, along with vast conspiracies that governments 
and mega agricultural corporations will control the food 
supply, limiting the varieties of seeds and altering life on 
Earth as we know it, says Anspach. "And none of that is 
necessarily true," she said. 

True, there are far fewer varieties of some 
vegetables; for example, the Seed Savers Exchange 
lists 2,299 types of beans in its seed catalog, while the 
seed supplier Johnny's Selected Seeds only lists 36. For 
tomatoes, the Seed Savers Exchange lists 9,153 varieties; 
Johnny's lists 134. 

"People save seeds because it's interesting," said 
Anspach. "It's just cool knowing that that seed has been 
in the family for thirty years." 

The trend in America is to breed produce so it 
looks good, and we buy it usually because of how it looks. 
But as fruits and veggies are bred to look perfect, less 
emphasis is put on how it actually tastes. An heirloom 
might not be the most attractive of the variety, but it likely

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possesses a taste so good that for decades someone has 
been keeping that strain true. 

Anspach recommended contacting the Mass 
Horticultural Society, or even Tower Hill Botanic Garden 
in Boylston for free advice and information on any 
questions about seed saving. Trust just about any Internet 
source that ends in '.edu', says Anspach. 

"And go forth, and plant."

member and avid environmentalist and conservationist, I 
am keenly interested in being a part of the effort to ensure 
our town's beauty, ecosystems, and nature resources are 
protected for generations to enjoy and benefit from." His 
resume notes he has an M.B.A from Auburn University 
and a M.S. from the University of Massachusetts in 
Mechanical Engineering. 

When asked by Macallister, "Is ConCom's role 
one of being proactive or reactive?" Jacobsen responded, 
"Proactive." He said that a balance between individual 
rights and environmental rights was necessary. 

Jacobsen had not attended any ConCom meetings 
to date or watched videotaped sessions, which Macallister 
suggested he do. 

The second applicant stepping forward to throw 
his hat in the wetlands pool was Christian Nicolosi. 

In his letter of interest Nicolosi stated, "As an 
avid sportsman and naturalist I am very interested in 
maintaining and protecting the natural environment 
of Mattapoisett." He said he is a lifelong resident of 
Mattapoisett and a graduate of Old Colony. He also 
works part-time for a family member who owns a local 
excavation company. 

Macallister said to Nicolosi, "I know you 
personally so I know you have an interest in the 
environment and outdoor activities." 

Selectman Jordan Collyer asked Nicolosi if he 
still worked for the excavation company, saying that if 
he were a commissioner he might have to recuse himself 
from sitting in on some applications. 

When asked if the commission should be 
a proactive or reactive governing agency, Nicolosi 
responded, "Proactive... Trying to get protection for the 
future." 

After hearing from the two applications, the 
two selectmen discussed whether or not they could or 
should appoint the two candidates without first getting 
feedback from the Conservation Commission. Macallister 
again cited the volume of cases awaiting disposition by 
the commission and the need to ensure that extensions to 
open cases were avoided. 

They decided to appoint both Jacobsen and 
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Nicolosi immediately, pending consensus from the 
Conservation Commission, thus giving the new members 
time to "come up to speed." 

In other business, the selectmen appointed 
Stephen C. Smith and Barry Denham to the newly formed 
Bike Pedestrian Committee. 

Scallop season was announced with an opening 
day to commercial and residential harvesters on October 
15 for the outer harbor, for inner harbor on October 15 
residents only, and November 1 for all at both locations.

Chairman: Forget the 1,000 Feet -- 
Just Ban Them 

Rochester Planning Board

Things are suddenly a tad sunnier for residents 
opposed to solar farms clouding up the scenic landscape. 

Residents were only looking to amend the solar 
bylaw to prohibit large-scale solar farms from the Route 
105 scenic highway when they proposed an article 
for the Special Fall Town Meeting. But town counsel 
cautioned that banning the arrays 1,000 feet from the road 
is arbitrary and likely to be rejected from the Attorney 
General, and his suggested 250 feet would never fly with 
the residents. So on October 10 during the public hearing 
for the citizens' petition article, residents were surprised 
and delighted when Rochester Planning Board Chairman 
Arnie Johnson suggested, "Let's just take the gray out of 
it." 

"To me. I'd almost just say forget the 
designations," said Johnson. The 1,000 feet, 500 feet, etc. 
"Just come out and say it — no ground-mounted panels in 
the scenic highway. Done." 

And Johnson meant any property that fronts the 
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94 State Rd. (Rte. 6), North Dartmouth 
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scenic highway, "And ban all panels," Johnson said. 

Route 105 currently is the only State designated 
scenic highway in Rochester, and in the future Town 
Meeting could potentially seek to add more roads to that 
list, which would also ultimately fall under the bylaw 
amendment. 

Speaking on behalf of the 100 signatures in 
support of the solar bylaw amendment article, Sara 
Johnston said all they wanted to do was keep some of the 
scenic vistas along Route 105 open. They took the idea of 
the 1,000 feet from a solar bylaw in Woodstock, Vermont. 

"We didn't do an exhaustive search.. .but the one 
in Woodstock," Johnston said, "we said 'sounds good' 
because basically it is to preserve vistas. That's what

makes 105 a scenic road, its vistas." 

"It's not our intention.. .to ban solar panels from 
Rochester, it's our intention to at least protect one road 
that's considered a scenic road," said Johnston. "We're 
limiting it to that road..." 

But you wouldn't be, Johnson interjected. "You're 
limiting it to a certain district... The Town could pick out 
ten more roads, then this one wouldn't apply to those. 
You're not just limiting it, the way this is written you're 
not just limiting it to the Route 105 corridor." 

And as for the article's language 'large-scale 
solar voltaic installation,' Johnson argued against using 
that term because developers could simply remove a 
few panels from their projects to keep them below the 
250-kilowatt threshold and slip a project through. 

"There's somebody who's going to find a way 
around it," said Planning Board member Lee Carr. 

Just make it simple, said Johnson. 

"We're going to ban ground-mounted solar arrays 
(from scenic highways)," said Johnson. "That means 
nobody can put one single panel on the ground... I think 
it's cleaner." 

That way you prevent potential multiple smaller- 
scale installations instead of just one big one, Johnson 
said. 

"But it's your bylaw," Johnson told Johnston. "We 
can't amend it. It's you folks.. .and you have to go up on 
town meeting floor. You're going to have to defend it."

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According to Johnson, town counsel gave the nod 
to the outright ban. 

"Okay! Sounds good to me," said Johnston. "I'm 
happy to do it, you tell me what you want me to read." 

"I think your language is fine on 'any 
Commonwealth or Town designated scenic road'," said 
Johnson. But, he repeated, he predicts multiple smaller 
installations if the 'large-scale' definition is included. 

Throwing it out there, Johnson said, "Instead 
of 'large-scale ground mounted within 1,000 (feet)', I 
would strike all of that language and just put 'ground- 
mounted solar installations are not permitted within the 
boundaries...unless existing topographic features (would 
naturally screen it)...and just put it in."

"I think it eliminates a lot of gray/' Johnson said.

More Pleas to Stop Menthol Cigarette Ban 

Marion Board of Health

Last time it was the Coalition for Responsible 
Retailing (CRR) and a Marion liquor store owner asking 
the Marion Board of Health to reconsider a pending bylaw 
to ban flavored tobacco and nicotine products, including 
menthol cigarettes; on October 10 it was the non-profit 
Massachusetts Association of Minority Law Enforcement 
Officers (MAMLEO), and the Washington D.C. based 
think tank R Street Institute. 

In a letter dated September 27 from MAMLEO 
President Larry Ellison, Ellison says his association stands 
with the Board of Health in its initiative to discourage 
minors and adults from using tobacco products, but 
warned the board that a ban on menthol cigarettes would 
have unintended consequences - something introduced to 
the BOH last meeting by Dennis Lane of the CRR. 

It's no secret, writes Ellison, that members of the 
minority communities comprise the majority of menthol 
cigarette smokers, and a ban on menthol would have a 
disproportionate impact on them. 

"Understanding that Marion has a very small 
community of color, the Board of Health may not be 
fully aware of these consequences," wrote Ellison, "and 
I therefore feel obligated to respectfully bring them to 
your attention. This is particularly important if your 
intent in banning menthol comes with the hope that other 
communities will follow your actions." 

According to Ellison, 30 percent of cigarettes 
in the state arrive from outside Massachusetts and are 
sold on the black market. Banning menthol cigarettes or 
limiting access to them would cause the criminal market 
to expand, place an additional "unfunded burden on law

enforcement," and lead to "a disproportionate impact 
[that] this illicit trade will have on communities of color." 

Banning menthol cigarettes, asserts Ellison, 
would create "yet another opportunity to criminalize the 
Black community by enabling the excuse for biased law 
enforcement." 

"Finding a menthol cigarette in the wrong car, 
at the wrong time could be justified by some as cause for 
further investigation, and a deeper violation of civil rights 
merely because the individual is a smoker," says Ellison. 
"It may sound like a dramatization to suggest such a 
scenario, but one need only look at the national news to 
see it is a reality in our nation, and it causes great harm to 
many people while it puts the law enforcement officers at 
great risk." 

It seems senseless to make matters worse for the 
Black community, wrote Ellison, by making a product 
illegal instead of furthering anti-tobacco education and 
stricter enforcement of sales "that protect all citizens, 
including minors equally." 

After the meeting last month, BOH member Betsy 
Dunn commented that the intent of the menthol ban was 
never related to race, asking, "Why do they always have 
to make something racial? I find that unconscionable." 

Nicolas John, Northeast regional manager of the 
R Street Institute, asked the board to reconsider banning 
flavored electronic nicotine products and cautioned 
against banning mint, menthol, peppermint, and 
wintergreen flavors, particularly because they are popular 
with adults, especially those who have switched from 
traditional combustible cigarettes to the seemingly safer 
e-cigarette. 

John advocated for tobacco harm reduction, 
emphasizing the role that e-cigs and 'vaping' have in 
reducing cigarette-related diseases. 

Banning flavored electronic nicotine discourages 
smokers from seeking the safer alternative, said John. 

"While well-intentioned, this legislation will 
adversely affect public health by limiting access to safer 
alternatives to combustible cigarettes to the very people 
that this bill aims to protect," said John. 

John urged the board to consider Public Health

New England's conclusion that e-cigs are "no less than 95 
percent safer than combustible cigarettes." 

"I applaud the efforts of the Marion Board of 
Health to reduce prevalence of smoking and associated 
diseased," said John. "However, it is important that 
the potential of e-cigarettes to mitigate risks associated 
with combustible cigarettes be recognized if we wish to 
encourage a healthful populace." 

The board was satisfied and asked no further 
questions, nor did members make comments on the 
content of the discussion. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of health is 
scheduled for October 24 at 4:30 pm at the Marion Town 
House.

Blade Runner 2049. Starring Ryan Gosling and Harrison 
Ford. Directed by Denis Villeneuve. Running time: 163 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

There's a lot to say about Blade Runner 2049 , the 
long-gestating sequel to the 1982 cult classic, but here's 
my initial thought: see it, don't see it, but know that 
something like this — a downbeat two-hour-and-forty- 
four-minute, expensive (anywhere from $150 to $185 
million), R-rated work of art — will not come along again 
any time soon. (Especially because its opening-weekend 
take was "only" $31 million, which is thought to be 
disastrous.) Eccentricities like this will be lost in time, as 
someone once said, like tears in rain. More than once, I 
was stirred by an image or a subtly broken line reading or 
the thunderous, doomy soundtrack. It's a little baffling, 
though, how little of it has stayed with me — except in 
isolated shards of sound or picture. 

That's because Blade Runner 2049, like its dour 
predecessor, is a bitter tone poem about humanity's 
pros and cons rather than an adventure or a mystery. 

It continues the vision of the hellish dystopian city that 
the first film practically invented, and expands on it 
somewhat, taking us further out from the slums of L.A. 
(Master cinematographer Roger Deakins nurtures beauty 
where the first film found mostly ugliness.) In both cases 
the story doesn't matter as much as the thematic and 
visual heaviosity the story makes possible. The mission 
of the protagonist — K (Ryan Gosling), a replicant whose 
job is to find and retire previous iterations of replicants 
— is defined mainly by where the story needs him to be. 
A buried skeleton has been found, and markings on the 
bones determine that the owner of the skeleton was (A) a 
replicant and (B) pregnant. K must wipe out all evidence 
of this birth, including whoever the child is. 

If you're paying all that much attention to the 
plot, you may sit there getting annoyed at the movie 
for making you pretend not to have guessed the film's 
big twist long before the movie pulls a mild fake-out by 
saying "Nope, that twist isn't true," but then it turns out 
to be true anyway That sound you hear is Blade Runner 
2049 brutally dismantling about half of the Blade Runner 



fandom's most earnest theories, but slyly leaves intact 
the biggest one of all — that the first film's anti-hero, 

Rick Deckard (Harrison Ford), a killer of replicants, is 
himself a replicant. Deckard was never a source of laughs 
(except when he posed as a dweeby inspector to gain 
backstage access to a replicant he was hunting), but when 
Ford appears well into the second hour, he brings some 
dry levity with him. Before that it's mostly the po-faced 
adventures of Ryan, the Boy Who Isn't a Real Boy. Gosling 
holds the screen capably, occasionally giving it up to 
livelier, usually female presences like Robin Wright as 
K's hard-bitten superior officer and Sylvia Hoeks as Luv, 
a fearsome replicant who seems to have stepped out of a 
Frank Miller comic — Ronin, maybe. 

Ronin, of course, like about five million other 
things, was heavily influenced by the original Blade 
Runner. The sequel wisely gets the first film's iconic 
visuals out of the way quickly, and it doesn't feel like a 
fan film but like a legitimate addition to canon. Like other 
films directed by Denis Villeneuve, it's hushed and long 
and will put considerable pressure on some viewers' 
patience. But I enjoyed its meditative tempo, and the way 
it uses violence is as upsetting as in the first Blade Runner 
but not as freaky and mean-spirited. The general tone of 
the original was fear and rage blended into an impasto 
of futuristic noir; the tone of 2049 is sadness, loneliness, 
largely due to living in a society ruled by privilege and 
hubris. Everyone is walled off from everyone else, one 
person literally; the movie ends up saying that humanity 
isn't all that important if artificial intelligence can create a 
better humanity Cool story bro! But as an experience of 
severe imagery and soundscape, 2049 delivers. Someday 
on Blu-ray it will be the go-to movie for the attuned to 
float around in for almost three hours, getting stoned on 
the bitter and doom-laden toxic mood.

As part of the on-going effort to upgrade 
the Marion Music Hall, the Board of Selectmen has 
unanimously approved new Guidelines and Rental Fees. 
With the Council on Aging having now moved to the 
renovated Veteran's Hall on Route 6, there are increased 
rental opportunities at the Hall as well. 

This historic masterpiece was the gift of Elizabeth 
Sprague Pitcher Taber whose vision was that Marion 
and surrounding communities have a hall for lectures, 
concerts, and performances. It was constructed in 1891 for 
$23,000. Through the years, it has been a favored venue 
for town committee meetings and parties, for concerts and 
musicals, and for private events including weddings and 
parties. Mrs. Taber also had the vision to build the Town 
Library and Natural History Museum, the Stone Chapel 
at the Congregational Church, and Tabor Academy, 
originally founded to educate girls and boys of Marion. 

The Music Hall is available free of charge to all 
Town of Marion committees and organizations such as 
the Elizabeth Taber Library, the Council on Aging, and 
the Police and Fire Departments. In honoring Elizabeth 


Taber's wishes, it remains accessible to all Marion citizens 
according to the new fee schedule, which helps defray 
the costs to taxpayers while covering maintenance and 
utility expenses. While the rate structure has changed, the 
rates remain among the most competitive in Marion and 
surrounding towns. Local couples will be hard pressed to 
find such a great wedding venue on a weekend for as low 
as $600. (Bookings made before September 1, 2017 will 
honor the original rental fees.)
